Japanese-M anchoukuoan land forces 
had sunk one Soviet gunboat, in ­ 
flicted heavy lass on another and re­ 
pulsed a third vessel after being 
fired upon afBlagoveschensk, on the 
Amur river. 
The communique asserted three 
Soviet boats, "invading” south K an- 
chatzu 
island 
below 
Blagove­ 
shchensk, “opened fire on Japanese- 
Manchuokuo guards.” The Japanese 
naval action followed. 
The M anchoukuo governm ent im ­ 
mediately filed a vigorous protest to 
Moscow against the alleged inva­ 
sion. 
The Amur river runs along the 
N ortheastern M anchoukuo-Siberian 
border. 


The new border clash followed 
closely 
upon 
an 
announcem ent 
Tuesday by the Japanese embassy 
In Moscow th a t the Russian govern­ 
m ent had agreed to withdraw troops 
and boats concentrated a t Bolshoi 
and Sennufu islands in the Amur 
river. 
T hat 
announcem ent 
said 
th at 
M anchoukuo would then withdraw 
troops from a nearby shore posi­ 
tion. 
Both Russia and Japan have as­ 
serted sovereignty over the islands, 
creating a situation regarded in 
Moscow as one of the most tense in 
recent R usso-Japanese relations. 
There have been several border 
clashes betwen Russian and Ja p a ­ 
nese-M anchoukuoan troops In recent 
weeks. Russian dispatches from S i­ 
beria laid these to “provocative a t­ 
tem pts” to block navigation on the 
Amur river and seize the islands 
which Russia claims under treaties 
nearly a century old.

He had 
been 111 in California eight months 
ago and entered the hospital June 
16 for what his son, Frank A. Van­ 
derlip, Jr., had described as “obser­ 
vation.” 
John D. Rockefeller, Sr., who

died in May.

Arthur H. Kent, assistant general 
counsel of the Treasury, also told J 
the tax inquiry committee that 
Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., chairman of 
the General 
Motors corporation, 
and Mrs. Emily R. Cadwalader. of 
Fort Washington, Pa , had effected 
tax savings by incorgrating yachts. 


Rome to Use Guides 
As Propagandists 


Rome (AP)—Only lips that are 
Fascist may tell American tourists 
of the glories of Rome, it has been 
decreed. Guides not only must be 
of sound political faith, but they 
also have to pass a stiff examina­ 
tion to fix in their minds the order 
of the Caesars, who the naughty 
emperors were, what Caesar ran off 
with whose wife, and all the other 
interesting things that are poured 
into the ears of tourists. 
The government insists on Fas­ 
cist-trained guides, so that a few 
paragraphs of propaganda on the 
glories of modern Rome will be 
mixed with the tourists’ diet. Not 
infrequently 
tourists have 
heard 
from guides how dissatisfied they 
are, how' hard conditions are, and 
the like. Sometimes the guides were 
sincere, sometimes they were pump­ 
ing up the prospective tip. 


3D TERM LAUGHED ASIDE 
Washington, June 30 
(AP). — 
Questions about a third term drew 
only a laugh Tuesday from Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
He declined to 
I comment at his press conference on 
j the suggestion of Gov. George H. 
I Earle, of Pennsylvania, that he run 
again in 1940. Asked directly if he 
would accept another term, Mr. 
Roosevelt laughingly told his ques­ 
tioner to put on a dunce cap and 
stand in a corner. 


U. S. DEBT HITS 
PEAK; DEFICIT IS 
LOWEST IN 6 YRS. 


Washington, June 30 (AP).—The 
Treasury rounded out another fiscal 
year today with the smallest deficit 
in six years, the biggest debt in his­ 
tory and $1,000,000,000 in its cash 
box. 
Government income was the larg­ 
est since 1921 and spending was re­ 
duced from last year. 
President Roosevelt made public 
at his press conference late Tues­ 
day a budget bureau report showing 
revenues would top his revised esti­ 
mate by $60,000,000 to $60,000,000. 
Spending for ordinary government 
purposes, it said, would exceed the 
forecast by $75,000,000. 
The $75,000,000 figure, Mr Roose­ 
velt said, included $40,000,000 which 
the Treasury deposited in the social 
security old age reserve fund this 
month. It had been intended orig­ 
inally to make the deposit In the 
next fiscal year. 
Including emergency and relief 
outlays in the spending estimate, 
Treasury statistics showed that ex­ 
penditures went. $137,000,000 over the 
President’s revised estimate on June 
28. 
The computation did not In­ 
clude $103,000,000 spent to pay off 
government debt. 
The $137,000,000 excess over the 
estimate will increase further when 
spending 
is 
computed 
through 
June 30. 
Mr. Roosevelt estimated the pub­ 
lic debt would stand at about $30,- 
400.000.000 at midnight tonight. This 
would be the largest June 30 figure 
ever recorded, but would be $233,- 
000,000 under the all-time peak at 
June 15. 
The President said the debt had 
remained virtually stationary since 
last December, except for borrowing 
to finance Treasury gold acquisi­ 
tions and payments Into government 
life Insurance, old age and unem­ 
ployment insurance reserve funds. 
Borrowing for gold purchases, he 
said, had totaled $1,050,000,000. He 
asserted this borrowing put a cor­ 
responding sum of gold assets in 
the Treasury. 
' * 
This and the other listed items, he 
said, brought a debt increase of $2,- 
000.000.000 on paper. 
Treasury reports through June 26 
listed revenues this year at $5,248,- 
578.000, or about 28 per cent over 
last year.
